constitution  of  the  Athletic  Association.  We 
have  no  doubt,  after  the  delay  and  negli- 
gence the  executive  committee  has  shown  in 
this  matter,  that  a motion  to  this  effect  would 
be  carried  by  a large  majority. 


NOTICE  has  been  posted  on  the  Burr 
Bulletin  Board  calling  for  competition 
for  election.  The  board  for  next  year  will  be 
elected  early  in  June,  but  unless  there  are  con- 
tributions of  some  sort  from  the  college  how 
are  the  present  editors  to  judge  of  the  com- 
petency of  the  candidates  ? There  are  two 
vacancies  from  the  ’90,  three  from  ’91,  and  two 


^ I '''HE  Faculty  have  recently  begun  to  take 
a very  decided  stand  in  the  matter  of 
absences.  A comparatively  large  number  of 
students  in  the  college  have  been  systemati- 
cally cutting  recitations,  as  well  as  chapel  and 
gymnasium,  and  have  accumulated  a surpris- 
ingly large  number  of  absences.  It  is  greatly 
to  be  deplored  that  such  is  the  fact,  as  such 
actions  upon  the  part  of  these  men  will  un- 
undoubtedly  tend  to  lessen  the  liberality 
already  displayed  by  the  Faculty  this  term  in 
allowing  the  various  teams  to  play  games  out 
of  town  on  college  days,  which  has  been  done 
several  times.  But  a week  or  so  ago  a large 
number  of  classes  were  excused  to  allow  their 
members  opportunity  to  go  to  the  Sports. 
Let  us  hope  then  that  this  indiscriminate  cut- 
ting will  cease  at  once,  not  only  on  account  of 
the  welfare  of  those  who  do  it,  but  because  it 
will  tend  to  hamper  the  athletic  team  of  various 
kinds  even  more  than  they  are  at  present. 

TN  an  article  recently  published  in  the 
Collegian , it  was  stated  that  much  of  the 
poetry  printed  in  the  college  papers,  writen  by 
undergraduates,  would  put  to  shame  that  which 
frequently  appears  in  many  of  our  leading 
magazines  and  reviews.  Several  colleges  re- 
cognizing, perhaps,  the  merit  existing  in  many 
of  the  verses  published  in  their  respective 
papers,  have  issued  them  in  book  form.  We 
hope  sincerely  that  in  some  time  to  come, 
Lehigh  will  be  enabled  to  follow  their  example. 
The  only  thing  that  can  make  this  possible 
will  be  for  the  embryo  poets  that  undoubtedly 
exist  in  a college  of  four  hundred  men,  to 
allow  the  spirit  of  poetry  to  assume  dominance 
at  proper  intervals  over  the. dry  technical  sub- 
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jects  that  seem  constantly  to  pervade  their 
brains,  and  then  to  produce  something  worthy 
of  themselves  and  their  college.  There  is 
already  a limited  supply  of  fairly  good  poetry 
that  has  appeared  at  rare  intervals  since  The 
Burr  was  first  published  which  will  serve  as  a 
ground  work  for  such  an  enterprise. 

^ I ^HE  excellent  showing  at  the  recent 
Spring  Meeting  of  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion emphasizes  the  fact  of  a great  renewal  of 
interest  in  track  athletics.  While  congratu- 
lating ourselves  upon  the  excellence  of  the 
exhibition  and  the  number  of  records  broken, 
the  fact  that  the  lower  classes  were  so  poorly 
represented  is  worthy  of  serious  attention.  If 
this  revival  is  to  be  a permanent  one,  if  honors 
are  to  be  annually  won  at  Philadelphia  and 
Mott  Haven  it  will  only  be  by  keeping  alive 
such  a strong  and  enthusiastic  interest  among 
the  lower  classes  as  will  lead  to  an  early  and 
continual  development  of  new  material. 

To  search  out  the  best  athletic  material  in 
each  entering  class  and  to  get  it  into  training 
as  soon  as  practicable  is  the  only  way  by  which 
permanent  success  in  athletics,  and  particularly 
track  athletics,  can  be  achieved.  The  large 
majority  of  men  who  enter  the  University  make 
their  first  acquaintance  with  genuine  college 
athletics  here,  and  naturally  they  are  back- 
ward in  entering  contests  with  the  older  men 
who  have  had  the  advantage  of  years  of  train- 
ing and  experience,  or  indeed  of  making  any 
effort  when  their  capabilities  are  wholly  un- 
tried. Thus  many  with  good  natural  abilities 
for  one  thing  or  another  pass  through  their 
course  undiscovered,  or  at  best  but  imper- 
fectly develop  in  their  later  years. 

There  is  an  excellent  plan,  successfully  pur- 
sued at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and 
elsewhere,  which  succeeds  admirably  in  over- 
coming this  difficulty,  by  bringing  into  the 
field  a large  number  of  men  in  their  first  year; 
and  it  might  easily  be  put  into  practice  here, 
with  results  that  could  not  but  be  gratifying. 
We  refer  to  the  practice  of  holding  Freshman 


sports.  The  advantages  to  be  gained  cannot 
be  dwelt  upon,  but  the  fact  that  in  all  of  the 
principal  colleges  these  are  annually  held  is  in 
itself  conclusive.  They  usually  take  place 
sometime  in  the  second  term  preceding  the 
regular  Spring  Meeting,  and  among  other 
things  lead  to  thorough  gymnasium  work 
during  the  first  Winter.  Such  a custom  is 
very  much  needed  here.

The  Engineering  Society  has  decided  to  sell 
at  auction  at  the  next  meeting,  May  29,  its 
extra  files  of  the  principal  engineering  jour- 
nals. These  include  the  American  Engineer, 
Rail  Road  Gazette,  Engineering  News,  Engi- 
neering and  Mining  Journal  and  Iron  Age,  for 
the  years  1887  and  1888  complete.  Some 
numbers  for  these  years  are  already  quite 
scarce  and  bring  a large  premium.  It  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  the  Senior  technicals 
and  others  to  obtain  these  valuable  engineer- 
ing papers  at  less  than  their  market  price. 


ATHLETIC  GOVERNMENTS. 

T N order  to  institute  a comparison  of  the 
methods  of  conducting  athletics  in  many 
of  the  American  colleges,  the  Burr  Board 
recently  sent  out  and  have  received  answers 
to  the  following  set  of  questions  : 

1.  By  what  system  are  general  athletic  mat- 
ters managed  at  your  college  ? 

2.  If  you  have  a general  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, does  it  have  jurisdiction  over  the  foot- 
ball, base-ball,  and  other  athletic  teams  ? 

3.  Are  athletics  well  supported  financially, 
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and  what  means  are  employed  to  secure  proper 
support  ? 

4.  What  is  the  attitude  of  the  Faculty 
toward  general  athletics,  particularly  inter- 
collegiate contests  ? 

5.  What  proportion  of  your  students  actively 
engage  in  athletic  sports  to  an  extent  which 
improves  them  physically  ? 

The  answers  to  these  questions'  have  in 
some  instances  been  very  clear  and  explicit, 
and  we  insert  a few,  feeling  sure  that  they  will 
be  of  interest  to  most  of  our  readers. 

Amherst. — 1-2.  No  general  system.  The  Athletic 
Association  has  to  do  merely  with  general  athletics, 
both  inter-collegiate  and  local.  Foot-Ball  and  Base- 
Ball  Associations  are  separate  and  distinct,  each  class 
electing  a director  and  a member  of  the  Senior  Class 
being  the  director  who  .is  at  the  head  of  the  Associa- 
tion. Four  class  directors,  together  with  a President 
from  the  Senior  class  compose  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, a Junior  being  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The 
responsibility  falls  equally  on  the  members,  while  in 
Foot-Ball  and  Base-Ball,  the  managers  loolc  solely  to 
the  financial  arrangements  and  the  securing  of  dates. 
—3.  Athletics  are  fairly  well  supported.  The  Am- 
herst Senate,  after  ascertaining  approximately  how 
much  will  be  needed  for  the  carrying  on  of  any  team, 
decides  that  no  contests  shall  be  entered  into  until  that 
amount  is  raised.  The  money  is  apportioned  among 
the  classes  and  collected  by  the  class  directors.  There 
are  Senate  auditors,  who  look  over  the  accounts  of  the 
different  Associations  periodically  to  give  the  student 
body  a means  of  finding  out  whether  the  money  is 
used  properly.  At  the  end  of  the  collegiate  year  these 
Senate  auditors  make  reports  which  are  published  in 
the  "Student." — 4.  The  attitude  of  the  Faculty  is 
strictly  neutral,  the  Senate  having  such  wide  jurisdic- 
tion.— 5.  From  33j4  to  50  per  cent. 

Note  the  italicized  part  of  the  answer  of 
question  3 ; some  such  plan  is  needed  here. 

Columbia. — 1.  Each  department  of  Athletics  is 
managed  by  a separate  organization  which  elects  its 
own  officers  and  executive  committee.  There  are  five 
principal  associations,  i.e.,  the  C.  C.  Boat  Club,  the  C.  C. 
Athletic  Association,  the  C.  C.  Base-Ball  Association, 
the  C.  C.  Foot-Ball  Association,  the  C.  C.  Lawn  Tennis 
Association. — 2.  We  have  an  “advisory  committee”  con- 
sisting of  five  under-graduates,  who  exercise  a general 
supervision  over  all  departments  of  Athletics. — 3.  The 
money  necessary  to  carry  on  the  various  departments 
of  athletics,  is  raised  by  subscriptions  from  students 
and  graduates,  by  the  efforts  of  the  Glee  and  Dramatic 
Clubs  of  the  College,  and  by  the  income  from  a fund 
set  apart  by  the  college  authorities  for  this  purpose. 
— 4.  The  attitude  of  the  Faculty  toward  athletics  in 
general,  and  inter-collegiate  contests  is  a favorable 
one. — 5.  About  10  per  cent. 

Syracuse. — I.  By  an  Athletic  Association,  the  officers 
of  which  are  elected  every  year. — 2.  The  directors  and 
manager  of  the  Base-Ball  nine  are  elected  annually 
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by  the  Athletic  Association.  We  have  no  Foot-Ball 
team. — 3.  Fairly  well.  By  subscriptions,  entertain- 
ments, benefits,  etc.,  and  season  tickets  to  ball  games. 
— 4.  Improving,  especially  lately.  We  have  petitioned 
for  a holiday  on  the  day  of  Inter-Collegiate  Games. — 
5.  To  their  own  physical  benefit,  about  1-20. 

Union.  —By  the  vote  of  the  under-graduates,  and 
by  officers  and  committees  appointed  by  the  college. — 
2.  Our  Athletic  Association,  but  it  has  no  jurisdiction 
over  Base-Ball,  Foot-Ball  or  Tennis,  each  having  its 
own  separate  association. — 3.  Athletics  are  fairly  well 
supported,  considering  the  size  and  wealth  *>f  the 
college.  Subscription  is  the  general  method,  although 
sometimes  entertainments  are  given  to  raise  funds. — 

4.  The  Faculty  favor,  as  much  as  possible,  all  athletics, 
as  long  as  those  participating  are  not  behind  in  college 
work.  They  approve  of  inter-collegiate  contests. — 

5.  At  least  66%  per  cent. 

Williams. — 1.  Special  officers  for  all  the  branches 
of  athletics.— 2.  The  Athletic  Association  has  juris- 
diction over  track  athletics  only. — 3.  Athletics  are  well 
supported  by  the  subscriptions  of  the  students. — 
4.  The  Faculty  permits  us  to  engage  in  inter-collegiate 
contests. — 5.  About  one  third. 

Yale. — 1.  The  Athletic  Association  attends  to  track 
athletics  only,  the  President,  elected  from  the  Senior 
class,  arranging  dates  of  contests,  etc.  The  Tennis 
Association  is  entirely  independent  of  this,  as  are  also 
the  Base-Ball,  Foot-Ball  and  Crew.— 2.  Positively  it 
does  not.  The  Foot-Ball  team  is  never  coached  by 
anyone  except  the  captain  or  a graduate  who  has 
played  upon  the  University  team  at  some  time  in  his 
course,  in  about  the  same  way,  the  Base-Ball  team  and 
Crew  are  looked  after.  — 3.  The  Crew  is  the  only 
“money  seeking”  affair,  being  freely  supported  by 
subscription  from  the  under  classman,  the  proceeds 
from  the  June  concert  and  the  surplus  from  the  Junior 
promenade.  All  the  other  organizations  are  self- 
supporting. — 4.  The  Faculty,  with  Prof.  E.  L.  Richards 
as  the  patrons  of  all  athletics,  smile  with  great  favor 
upon  athletics  in  any  form,  especially  inter-collegiate 
contests. 

Swathmore. — 1-2.  Athletics  are  conducted  on  the 
same  general  plan  as  adopted  at  Lehigh,  the  manage- 
ment consisting  of  an  executive  committee  composed  in 
the  same  manner. — 3.  By  subscriptions  and  receipts 
from  the  games. — 4.  Non-committal. — 5.  About  50  per 
cent. 


SPRING  SPORTS. 

^ I 'V'HE  annual  Spring  Meeting  of  the  Ath- 
letic  Association,  which  was  held  on 
Friday,  May  10th,  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  successful  that  has  ever  taken  place. 
Much  interest  was  centered  in  them  on  account 
of  the  number  of  Lafayette  men  who  were 
entered  in  many  of  the  events.  Four  records 
were  broken  and  the  time  made  in  all  the  runs 
was  excellent  considering  the  fact  that  the 
track  was  slow  and  a strong  wind  was  blow- 
ing. Out  of  the  ten  events  which  took  place, 
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Lehigh  won  seven  firsts  and  six  seconds,  Lafay- 
ette taking  three  firsts  and  two  seconds.  Three 
contests,  the  tug-of-war  and  the  two  hurdle 
races,  had  to  be  postponed  on  account  of  rain.

LACROSSE.

^ I ^HE  third  Lacrosse  game  of  the  season 
was  played  with  Rutgers,  Wednesday 
afternoon,  May  8,  the  score  resulting  being  12 
to  3 in  favor  of  the  University. 

Play  was  called  a few  minutes  after  4 o’clock. 
The  visitors  having  brought  but  eleven  men. 
One  of  the  Lehigh  team  was  dropped. 

Lehigh  started  the  game  playing  loosely, 
and  within  two  minutes  Rutgers  secured  a 
goal.  Thus  encouraged  the  visitors  continued 
their  hard  playing,  and  kept  the  ball  danger- 
ously near  the  Lehigh  goal.  It  was  however 
finally  secured  by  Morrow,  and  a good  throw 
sent  it  up  the  field,  where  it  was  almost  im- 
mediately secured  by  Reese,  who  threw  the 
first  goal  for  the  home  team.  Lehigh  then 
made  seven  additional  goals  in  quick  succes- 
sion. Lockett  threw  the  second  goal  for  Rut- 
gers after  a half  hour’s  play,  and  within  two 
minutes  after  this  each  team  again  scored  a 
point.  Rutgers  failed  to  make  any  more  goals 
during  the  remainder  of  the  game.  Lehigh 
made  three,  making  a total  of  twelve. 

The  best  playing  for  Rutgers  was  done  by 
Terhune,  Lockett  and  Hulst.  For  Lehigh, 
Reese  played  finely  as  usual ; good  work  was 
also  done  by  Anderson,  Morrow  and  Vander 
Horst.

PRINCETON,  6;  LEHIGH,  O. 

The  first  championship  game  of  lacrosse  was 
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played  at  Princeton,  May  n,  and  resulted  in 
Lehigh’s  defeat  by  a score  of  6 to  O.  The 
game  however  was  much  closer  than  the  score 
indicates,  as  Lehigh’s  attack  threw  five  balls 
that  none  but  an  excellent  player  could  have 
stopped,  but  Princeton’s  goal  keeper  checked 
them  in  a beautiiul  manner.  Princeton’s  at- 
tack played  a splendid  team  game,  their  pass- 
ing and  dodging  being  above  the  average.  The 
same  cannot  be  said  for  Lehigh,  however,  as 
her  attack  was  slow,  uncertain,  and  played 
without  any  system.  These  defects  must  be 
eradicated  if  the  team  expects  to  stand  any 
show  against  Harvard  next  Saturday.  The 
defence  of  both  teams  played  a very  pretty 
game,  thus  making  the  match  a very  interest-  | 
ing  one  to  watch.  Reese  played  a most  bril-  j 
liant  defence  game,  and  was  loudly  applauded 
by  the  spectators.  Barnard,  Grammer  and 
Morrow  also  did  splendid  work.  For  Prince- 
ton, Payne  deserves  particular  mention,  as  does 
Riggs  and  Paxton  on  the  attack,  and  Graham 
and  Chapin  on  the  defence.  The  game  was 
called  at  1 1:50  A.M.,  and  in  8j4  minutes  Pax- 
ton threw  the  first  goal.  The  second  was  made 
by  a very  pretty  play  on  the  part  of  Riggs  in 
12  minutes  more.  Lehigh  then  braced  up, 
and  several  times  made  accurate  shots  for  her 
opponents  goal  only  to  have  them  stopped  by 
the  goal-keeper.  Nineteen  minutes  later, 
Browning  secured  the  third  goal,  after  which 
ten  minutes  rest  was  called.  When  play  was 
again  resumed  Reese  went  on  the  attack,  but  it 
was  too  late,  for  three  more  goals  were  secured ; 
one  by  Paxton,  one  by  Bonsai,  and  one  by 
Browning.  The  team  speak  in  the  highest 
terms  of  the  courteous  treatment  they  received 
from  the  Princeton  men.  After  the  match 
they  were  shown  through  the  University  build- 
ing, and  then  were  escorted  to  the  Princeton- 
Harvard  base-ball  game,  where  they  cheered 
loudly  for  Princeton.

Kditors  Lehigh  Burr  : — At  the  present 
rate  at  which  the  funds  are  accumulat- 
ing, the  new  grand  stand  will  be  a thing  of  the 
far  future.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  entirely  un- 
necessary to  be  without  one  for  so  long  a time. 
The  plan  I suggest  to  overcome  this  difficulty 
is,  in  a word,  to  borrow  the  necessary  amount 
of  money,  if  this  is  practicable,  and  build  a 
grand  stand  immediately,  and  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  this  debt  by  charging  a nominal  fee 
for  the  seats  ; in  the  meanwhile  to  use  unabated 
efforts  to  raise  the  principal.  One  has  but  to 


recall  to  mind  the  discomfort  and  inconvenience 
he  has  been  compelled  to  experience  in  order 
to  witness  the  games  and  sports  of  this  term 
to  see  how  well  patronized  a grand  stand  would 
be.  There  are  a few  indeed  who,  after  taking 
the  trouble  to  go  to  a game,  would  not  gladly 
pay  ten  cents  for  a comfortable  seat.  Five 
hundred  times  this  amount  would  pay  six  per 
cent,  interest  on  eight  hundred  dollers,  which 
is,  I believe,  the  desired  amount.  The  gate 
receipts  would  also  be  increased  by  this  means. 
I respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Athletic  Association  to 
this  matter.  Jay. 

ditors  Lehigh  Burr: — Now  that  the 
time  has  come  for  the  annual  physical 
examinations  at  the  Gymnasium,  the  old  ques- 
tion of  the  benefit  of  these  examinations  is 
revived.  Particularly  is  this  true  among  those 
of  the  upper  classmen  who  take  no  part  in 
athletics,  and  who  have  little  time  or  inclina- 
tion for  gymnasium  work.  The  complaint  is 
constantly'  made  that  the  examinations  are  not 
only  a nuisance,  but  that  instead  of  accomplish- 
ing anyr  good  results  occasionally  at  least  they 
may  effect  positive  injury.  If  true,  this  is  a 
reasonable  and  serious  objection,  and  worthy 
of  some  attention. 

As  every  one  knows,  these  examinations  are 
not,  as  might  be  supposed  by  the  uninitiated, 
at  all  in  the  nature  of  a medical  examination 
to  ascertain  the  general  health  and  physical 
condition  of  the  individual,  but  on  the  contrary' 
consist,  first,  of  a number  of  measurements  to 
determine  the  physical  development;  but  prin- 
cipally of  a series  of  tests  of  strength  and  en- 
durance in  which  there  is  generally  an  inclina- 
tion to  dangerously  strain  in  order  to  equal  or 
excel  previous  records.  It  is  true,  if  by  con- 
stant and  thorough  gymnasium  work  the  men 
were  prepared  to  endure  this,  probably  little 
harm  would  be  done,  but  a very  large  number 
are  in  no  such  condition. 

But  aside  from  the  possible  injury  which 
may  result,  the  fact  that  no  benefit  whatever 
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is  derived  from  these  examinations  by  the  great 
majority  of  Seniors  and  Juniors,  who  of  neces- 
sity can  devote  few  hours  and  little  attention 
to  the  pleasures  of  mere  muscular  development, 
in  which  the  lower  classmen  takes  such  delight, 
would  suggest  that  physical  examinations 
cease  after  the  Sophomore  year.  X. 

ditors  Lehigh  Burr: — The  period  for 
J examinations  is  approaching  apace,  and 
most  of  us  are  confronted  with  the  question 
whether  we  possess  an  8.5  in  any  of  our  various 
subjects,  or  whether  wre  will  be  among  those 
unfortunate  persons  deputed  to  take  the  ex- 
aminations during  the  hot  days  of  June. 

Leaving  aside  the  question  of  the  desirability 
of  the  8.5  rule  so  far  as  the  student  body  is 
concerned,  to  which  it  is  undoubtedly  a great 
boon,  we  have  again  and  again  asked  ourselves 
and  others  the  question,  “does  this  rule  pro- 
mote the  best  interests  of  the  student?”  and  the 
answer  comes  back  a decided  “No.”  And  why?  | 

In  our  estimation  there  seem  to  be  three 
principal  reasons  why  it  acts  detrimentally. 
The  first  one  is  that  the  majority  of  men  try- 
ing to  reach  the  required  mark,  study  simply 
to  memorize  a lesson  for  the  day  upon  which 
it  is  to  be  recited,  and  not  in  anticipation  of  a 
forth-coming  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
term.  Portions  of  subjects  that  prove  especially 
difficult  are  consequently  not  evolved  [from 
their  obscurity]  by  brain  work  on  the  part  of 
the  student,  but  memorized  merely  for  the 
coming  recitation,  then  to  be  forgotten,  or 
jotted  on  a piece  of  paper  to  be  employed  if 
necessary  surreptitiously  in  the  class-room. 
This  last  brings  us  to  our  second  reason,  viz: 
the  increase  of  “ponying”  induced  by  this 
rule,  thus  acting  not  only  harmfully  to  the 
general  morality  of  the  student  but  also  to  the 
thoroughness  of  his  work.  This  disadvantage, 
although  it  cannot  be  claimed  to  be  due  directly  I 
to  the  8.5  rule,  yet  is  associated  with  it  as  in- 
timately as  the  side  show  to  the  circus. 

The  third  reason  is  that  the  student,  while 
in  preparation  for  any  examination  receives  a i 


summarized  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  and 
principal  things  contained  in  the  subject,  and 
carries  in  his  mind  to  the  examination-room  a 
condensed  skeleton  of  the  whole.  This  great 
advantage  is  missed  by  the  majority  of  those 
who  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  existing 
8.5  rule,  and  consequently  while  they  are  ac- 
quainted with  their  respective  subjects,  so  far 
as  the  separate  parts  are  concerned,  they  lose 
the  logical  steps  which  join  the  one  to  the 
other,  making  a complete  chain  of  reason- 
ing.

Base-Ball  series  is  Princeton  won  2,  lost  1 ; 
Yale  won  o,  lost  1 ; Harvard  won  1,  lost  1. 

— Sherrill  of  Yale  has  broken  the  record 
for  125  yards  of  12  3-5  seconds,  held  by  him- 
self and  Wendell  Baker  of  Harvard,  by  1-5 
seconds. 

— Manager  Williams  of  the  Foot-ball  Asso- 
ciation is  making  an  effort  to  organize  a triple 
league  to  consist  of  Lehigh,  Lafayette  and 
Cornell. — Cornell  Sun. 

— Coxe,  formerly  of  Yale,  will  represent  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  in  the  hammer  and 
shot  at  Berkeley  Oval  this  year.  He  is  con- 
sidered a certain  winner. 

— Shearman  of  Yale  and  Mapes  of  Col- 
umbia are  both  expected  to  break  the  broad 
jump  record  at  Mott  Haven.  The  former  has 
jumped  22  feet  this  Spring,  and  the  latter  21  ft. 
9 in. 

— Princeton  now  possesses  a high  jumping 
phenomenon  who  in  practicing  the  high  jump 
turns  a somersault  over  a bar  six  feet  four 
inches.  If  this  will  be  allowed  at  the  Inter- 
collegiate games  the  acrobat  will  leave  champ- 
ion Page’s  record  in  the  shade. — Ex. 


EXCHANGES. 

— The  Cornell  and  Columbia  papers  are  un- 
sparing in  their  criticism  of  the  Collegian , which 
they  declare  to  be  thoroughly  sectional  in  its 
tendencies,  and  published  in  the  interest  of  the 
New  England  Colleges.  The  charge  is  a seri- 
ous one,  and,  if  true,  would  greatly  affect  the 
success  of  this  intercollegiate  paper  ; but  there 
seems  to  be  for  it  little  foundation. 

— The  Havcrfordian  for  May  is  unusually 
creditable ; altogether  a very  neat  and  carefully 
edited  paper.  The  new  board  of  editors,  who 
assume  control  with  this  number,  have  done 
well.  A clipping  of  verse  from  the  Burr 
appears,  although  not  credited.  The  faculty 
are  about  to  commence  the  publication  of  a 
magazine  on  their  own  account,  to  contain  only 
contributions  from  its  members. 

— For  the  first  time,  probably,  in  the  history 
of  college  journalism,  we  have  an  example  of 
a contributor  to  a college  paper  seeking  the 
protection  of  the  copyright  law.  A story  in 
the  April  number  of  the  Concordicnsis  (Union 
College)  bears  this  foot  note : “ Copyright  1 889 
by  G.  C.  Baker.  All  rights  reserved.”  The 
charge,  $2,  for  entering  at  the  copyright  office, 
is  considered  by  many  reputable  authors,  too 
expensive  to  be  taken  advantage  of ; however 
in  this  case  the  idea  seems  to  be  nothing  more 
than  to  impress  the  readers  with  the  worth  of 
an  exceedingly  commonplace  story. 

— A late  number  of  the  Brutionian  contains  a 
delightful  paper  of  “ Reminiscences  of  Brown,” 
from  the  pen  of  George  William  Curtis,  editor 
of  Harpers  Weekly.  Mr.  Curtis  formerly  at- 
tended Brown,  but  left  college  before  receiving 
his  degree;  however  after  he  had  won  high 
place  as  a man  of  letters,  he  was  honored  with 
the  degree  LL.D.,  which  was  also  conferred, 
subsequently,  by  Harvard.  Many  college  pa- 
pers are  publishing  series  of  reminiscences  by 
alumni,  similar  to  those  now  appearing  in  the 
Brunoniati,  which  make  very  interesting  addi- 
tions to  the  recorded  history  of  days  when 
college  newspapers  were  unheard  of. 
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COLLEGE  NOTES. 

— A book  of  Amherst  poetry  will  soon  be 
issued. 

— The  Cornell  Juniors  are  having  a com- 
posite photograph  taken. 

— The  Yale  College  Library  has  about  five 
thousand  volumes  added  annually. 

— Ex.-Gov.  Pillsbury  recently  gave  $150,000 
for  a new  building  at  Minnesota  University. 

— A prize  of  $100  is  offered  to  the  man  who 
passes  the  best  entrance  examination  at  Prince- 
ton in  June. 

— The  school  of  Electrical  Engineering  re- 
cently founded  at  Princeton  is  to  be  opened 
next  Fall. 

— A member  of  Turft’s  College  has  written 
articles  on  base  ball  and  foot  ball  for  the  En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica. 

— T .venty-seven  men  from  St.  Paul’s  and 
and  seventeen  from  the  Harvard  High  School 
will  enter  Yale  next  year. 

— President  Barnard  of  Columbia  died  April 
27.  He  graduated  in  1828  from  Yale  and  had 
been  president  since  1864. 

— Oberlin  College  has  never  had  a college 
yell,  college  colors,  college  song,  nor  a chap- 
ter of  any  college  fraternity. — Ex. 

— Cornell  Seniors  must  be  present  at  Com- 
mencement in  order  to  secure  a diploma,  unless 
absent  on  account  of  sickness. — Ex. 

— A new  department  has  been  added  to  the 
University  of  Michigan  to  be  known  as  the 
department  of  “Marine  Engineering.” 

— During  the  past  year  Princeton  has  had 
more  men  appointed  to  college  professorships 
than  any  other  American  institution. — Ex. 

— The  endowment  of  a chair  of  Protection 
at  Yale  to  combat  the  Free  Trade  theories  ad- 
vanced by  Professor  Sumner  is  nearly  assured. 

— The  Lafayette  Sophomores  are  to  cele- 
brate the  completion  of  Calculus  by  giving  a 
play  instead  of  the  usual  crematory  exercises. 

— In  the  belief  that  small  colleges  do  the 


best  work,  the  Amherst  trustees  have  recom- 
mended that  the  number  of  students  be  limited 
to  300. 

— A number  of  professors  from  German, 
PYench  and  English  Universities  have  agreed 
to  occupy  chairs  at  the  new  Washington  Uni- 
versity. 

— The  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  the 
Minnesota  University  have  followed  Cornell’s 
example  in  the  establishment  of  a course  in 
Journalism. 

— Excuses  from  Chapel,  except  for  disability 
continuing  three  days,  are  not  accepted  at 
Amherst.  Ten  per  cent,  of  absences  are  al- 
lowed in  all  departments. 

— The  two  initial  Greek  letter  societies  of 
Wellesley  College  (Phi  Sigma  and  Zeta  Alpha) 
which  have  been  organized  are  now  ready  to 
admit  their  first  members. 

— The  performance  of  the  Columbia  College 
Dramatic  Club  at  the  Berkeley  Lyceum,  netted 
the  University  Crew  nearly  two  thousand  dol- 
lars and  the  Freshman  Crew  about  three  hun- 
dred. 

— The  young  ladies  at  Cornell  have  won 
fully  half  the  scholarships  of  the  year  and  have 
been  remarkably  successful  in  prize  work. 
Mathematics,  Architecture  and  Botany  are  es- 
pecially favored  by  them. — Ex. 

—The  new  Clark  University  at  Worcester, 
Mass.,  will  be  opened  next  Fall.  The  tuition 
will  be  two  hundred  dollars  exclusive  of  labora- 
tory fees.  It  will  be  essentially  a post-gradu- 
ate institution,  and  no  distinctive  under-gradu- 
ate classes  will  be  formed  and  no  candidates 
for  lower  college  classes  will  be  received  at 
first.  While  not  declining  to  confer  the  degree 
of  A.  B.,  the  University  will  for  the  present 
give  special  attention  to  qualifying  for  higher 
degrees.  Ten  fellowships  of  the  first  class  of 
$400  each;  ten  fellowships  of  the  second  class 
of  $200  each,  and  ten  scholarships  with  free 
tuition  have  been  provided.
